BAGUIO, P. I., Sept. 24.—Colonel 
Carmi Thompson's report to President 
Coolidge on Philippine Affairs probably 
will emphasize the information he has 
_gathered regarding the strategic value 
of the Philippines to the United States 
from the viewpoint of international 
politics and economics. 

Americans in high positions in Ma- 
nila have told Mr. Thompson that the 
United States should retain sovereign- 
ity over the Philippines in order to 
protect American interests and for the 
preservation of international peace in 
the Far East. 

According to this view, if we with- 
drew from these fertile tropical islands, 
strategically located at the Orient’s 
gateway, we would have to relinquish 
our position as an Asiatic power. 
. Without the Philippines as a commer- 
cial and military base, it is said, we 
could not enforce the open door policy 
of equal trade opportunities for all na- 
tions in China, could not inagure the 
limitless economic opportunities sure to 
accompany the awakening of the Hast 
and could not wage war effectively in 
the Pacific to protect our interests. 


The argument advanced to support. 


this contention is that the Philippines 
strategically are the only place avail- 
able to the United States as-a base. 
The Philippines are part of a group of 
islands from Japan on the north to 
Borneo in the south which form a 
screen across the Pacific to the coast 
of Asia, constituting the door tp the 
future possibilities of the Far East. 
As long as America holds this strategic 
position, it is argued; she will remain 
a powerfu) factor in the Orient’s. eco- 
_momic and international] life. 


“Open Door’ Would Close. 


Once we relinquished our sovereignty 
over the Philippines, the advocates of 
this theory continue, the open door 
to China probably will close gradually 
and strong Asiatic races to the north 


will, in the end, influence, if not ex- 
ercise actual sovereignty over, the less 
virile Filipinos. 

When this occurs, it is added, the 
time will be ripe for the fulfillment 
of the policy of “Asia for the Asia- 
tics," while the United States, having 
abandoned the Philippines, will no 
longer be in the strategic position in 
. the Far East to reap her share of the 

future fruits of trade with the Orient. 

From the military standpoint, it is 
generally recognized that the Philip- 
pines, being more than 7,000 miles 
from the Pacific coast of America, 
are unimportant in the plan of local 
defense for -the continental United 
States and the Panama Canal. 

Their. strategic importance depends 
on American interests in the Far East. 

Statistics furnished to Colonel 
Thompson show the shift of world 
trade from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
The international Asiatic coast trade 
has doubled. between 1913 and 1922, 
ocrending from $4,000,000,000 to $8,000,- 


000,000. j 

While the United States trade with 
the whole world increased 100 per cent. 
-from 1913 to 1925, our trade with Asia 
grew 300 per cent. in the same period, 
being more than $1,000,000,000 in 1925. 

The United States was dependent 
upon Asia for over 17 per cent., and 
upon Asia and Oceania together for 


20 per cent., of her entire foreign trade 


last year. 
Tremendous Trade Growth. 


The Philippine foreign trade has in- 
creased about 500 per cent. in the last 
twenty years, being nearly $300,000,000 
in 1926, of which over 66 per cent. was 


with the United States. The United 
States annually consumes $2,000,000,000 
worth of tropical and semi-tropical 
products,.more than any other country. 

The United States selis $4 per capita 
annually to Japan, but: only 23 cents 
per capita to China, showing China’s 
tremendous future possibilities as a 
purchaser of Americam goods when 
China, with its millions of people, de- 
velops.as a buying nation. 

It is also pointed out that the Far 

East, including the Philippines and 
Oceania, contain one-half of the 
‘world’s population, and is still com- 
mercially undeveloped. 
It is argued that an American com- 
-. mercial base in the Far East is stra- 
-.. tegically necessary if the United States 
'. is to share in the economic develop- 
ment of the Orient and Oceania. 

Viscount Northcliffe is quoted as 
having said. that Manila probably is 
the best distributing centre in the East, 
not excepting Hongkong.

World Meeting on Reduction 
Before September, 1927. 


BIG POWERS EAGER FOR IT 


Lord Cecil Declares Fear of War 
Must Be Removed to Clear 
Way for League Work. 


GENEVA, Sept. 24 (#).—International 
disarmament, the attainment of which 
is receiving the active collaboration of 
the United States, now can be more 
clearly visualized, for tonight the 
League of Nations Assembly unani- 
mously adopted a resolution that a 
general conference for the reduction 
of armaments shall be convoked be- 
fore next September unless material 
difficulties prevent. 

M. Paul-Boncour, for France; Vis- 
count Cecil, for Great Britain, and 
Herr von Schubert, for Germany, 
pledged their countries to support the 
conference with all earnestness. 

Lord Cecil portrayed the world ag 
anxiously awaiting results from Ge- 
neva, but warned that it would be 
fatal to call the conference before ar- 
rangements were complete. If it met 
and failed it would be the gréatest 
disaster to the cause of peace during 
the .existence of the League of Na- 
tions, he declared. 

The German spokesman said that his 
country deemed disarmament the 
League’s greatest task, because it 
vitally interested all humanity.. He 
emphasized that Germany had agreed 
with alacrity to participate in the 
League’s special Préparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission before Germany en- 
tered the League. 


Cecil Pleads for Disarmament.

GENEVA, Sept. 24.—A strong plea for 
the reduction of armaments was made 
at this afternoon’s session of the 
League of Nations Assembly,by Vis- 
count Cecil of Great Britain. - 

Without touching on the many points 
of difference between his Government 
and the French in the meetings of the 
subcommittees of the Preparatory Dis- 


armament Commission, Lord Cecil 
stressed the fundamental accord be- 
tween the Governments of Paris and 
London. 

Both agreed that arbitration and se- 
curity should be preludes to disarma- 
ment, and the French wanted some 
sort of control, he said. Some agree- 
ment could be worked out, he believed. 
Both Governments 
technical committees had done good 
work. 

Disarmament, Lord Cecil continued, 
was the acid test of the whole proce- 
dure and conception of the League of 
Nations. It must succeed. 

‘“‘We cannot even contemplate the 
failure of the movement, not only be- 
cause it is a manifest danger to peace 
so long as armaments continue to 
exist on a war scale in the various 
countries but because of the continual 
threat of aggression which they rep- 
resent and the tremendous strain on 
the finances of every country,” Vis- 
count Cecil asserted. 

Until the minds of people were di- 
verted from war and armies to peace 
and prosperity and industry so long 
would the danger to peace continue 
and so long would the work. of the 
League of Nations be hampered and 
impeded, he declared. 


Conference Now Is Opposed. 


“So I say we must succeed,” he 
went on. “But what is the condition 
of success? It is that when the con- 
ference is called the countries shall 


go into it after full and complete 
preparation has been made. Uniess the 
preparation.is compelte success will 
be far more difficult. 

“There are some people who say 
‘call the conference now,’ I believe no 
counsel is more fatal than that. 

Turning to the fundamental question 
of the national sacrifices to be made, 
Lord Cecil said: 

“In the end the questions which. will 
determine the failure or success of the 
conference are not the cal ones, 
but the broad political questions which 
underlie the whole problem.. What is 
to be the allocation of armaments to 
the various nations? What proportion 
will.each nation be content to accept 
as sufficient for its own national in- 
terest? : 

‘Everybody is in favor of disarma- 

ment so long as it is ¢onfined to all 
nations except the one to which he be- 
longs. Yet, in spite of this, I am con- 
vinced that there is a profound desire 
for disarmament among the people. 

“The solution of the problem is per- 
fectly easy in a way, provided the peo- 
ples of the world are really willing and 
in earnest and provided they really 
recognize that this is the great polit- 
ical change on which the peace of the |

Canada's Loss in Wheat Fields

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—Premature Win-

The ‘Weather Bureau predic- 
tion stated that the frost line would 
advance over the northern half of the 
Middle West by tomorrow morning 
and might reach as far south as Mis- 
souri and parts 6f Illinoig}, Light flur- 
ries of snow were reported as far east 
as Evanston, Chicago's nearest suburb 
on the north, and the local predic- 
‘tion was that the September low tem- 
perature record of 38 degrees might be 
shattered tomorrow. | 


Cold wegther will continue through 
tomorrow, the forecaster stated; with 
a break in the Plains States to higher 
temperatures before night. Skiés: will 
be partly clouded in the Chicago fore- 
cast district... ‘ : 


Snow Falis in Five States. 


‘Helena, Mont., was the coldest spot 
in the country, the mercury there sink- 
ing to 6 degrees above zero. Snow fell

There was frost in all 
these States and Kansas.

Court Holds That Somerset 
County Can Decide the 
Case Fairly. 


| DENIES HOSTILITY Is SHOWN 


State Handicapped, Prosecutor 
Asserts—Will Move to Try 
Defendants Separately. 


INTIMIDATED, WITNESS SAYS 


Staub Charges He Was Jalled Three 
Days In Effort to Make Him 
Change His Story. 


The application of Assistant. Attorney 
General Alexander Simpson for a for- 
eign jury to try the four defendants 
charged with the murder of the Rev. 
Dr. Edward W. Hall and Mrs. Eleanor 
R. Mills. was denied yesterday. The 
Supreme Court at Trenton held that a 
fair and impartial jury could be ob- 
tained in Somerset County. 

It was the first setback by the State 
in the revived investigation, which re- 
sulted in indictments against Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall, widow of the 
clergyman; her brothers, Henry Ste- 
vens and Willie Stevens, and her cou- 
sin, Henry de la Bruyere Carpender. 


The opinion of the Court was written 


by Justice Samuel Kalisch, ‘with Jus-} 
tice Frank L. Katzenbach concurring. 
Justice Frank Lloyd, who sat with the 
other Justices on Thursday when.the 
application was argued, did not sign 
the opinion.

Defense Halls the Doctiten: . 


The attitude of the defense was ex- 
pressed by State Senator Clarence B.

Justice Kalisch in his opinion said 
that the sole issue as raised in the 
application was whether a fair and 
impartial trial could be had in Somer- 
set. He took up the contention of 
Senator Simpson that Sheriff Sanford 
W. Tunison of Somerset was hostile to 
the investigators. 

‘‘In support of this charge,” said the 
opinion,’’ is an affidavit of Prosecutor 
} Francis L. Bergen, who says that he 
met the Sheriff on Sept. 15, 1926, in the 
Somerset County Courthouse and. was 
asked by that official if the Grand 
Jury was meeting, and when informed 
that it was the Sheriff said that it was 
very funny that he had not been told 
about it officially * *- * and that he 
refused later to speak to Mr. Bergen. | 

‘“‘We cannot perceive anything. in 
what the Sheriff said or in his feeling 
indignant because he was ignored in 
the performance of an official act 
that. allows a permissible inference 
that he was. or would be hostile to the | 
interests of the State, for it must be 
borne in mind that it was this Grand 
Jury which he had participated in 
summoping for the Apri] term which 
found the indictments. for murder 
against the defendants." 


Underwood Charges Too General. ‘ 


Justice Kalisch took up the affidavit 
of Inspector John J. Underwood which 
the State had offered.

Harrigan explained. that actually 
there was no seal, but Kudlooktoo 
had wished to keep Marvin’s atten- 
tion occupied. 

“And Kudlooktoo” he continued, 
“then explained the following to me: 

“*You know that what I have done 
was for you. In return I ask you not 
to betray me. It will be-hard for 
the white men to understand our 
position. If we tell the truth they 
will make us responsible for Mar- 
vin’s death and they will kill us in 
return or take us to the white man’s 
country. What happened today is 
not our own fault—we didn’t start it. 
What. we must do is to tell as soon 
as we reach the ship that Marvin 
drowned while he was trying to get 
over a lead. If you tell that I killed 
him -you will betray me.. Because I 
have done this in order to save your 
life I want you to know that if you 
desert me I will get my revenge by 
killing you also.’ 

“Marvin was shot just behind the 
ear and was killed instantly. We 
took the body out in the lead where 
the ice would cover him and wiped 
out all tracks. After that we left the 
place and some distance off put up 
our camp. We stayed there a whole 
day and sat around, for we were 
played*out.- We couldn’t eat and we 
didn’t say a word to each other. It 
was an awful day. The day after 
we left the place, the lead being cov- 
ered with young ice, and we kept 
on to the ship. This day we saw 
land. Four days later we reached 
the ship and told that Marvin was 
drowned trying to cross a lead, and 
they believed the story.” 

How Rasmussen Got Story. 

By arrangement with the Danish 
Government, Dr.. Rasmussen con- 
ducts the only trading station in 
North Greenland, at Thule on North 
Star Bay. Simce.1910 he has devoted 
his energies to the study and assist- 
ance of this northern tribe and to 
see the enthusiasm with which he is 
welcomed as a cherished friend is to 
gauge the measure of his accom- 
plishment. First news of all this 
came to Rasmussen in Denmark last 
Summer through his agent at Thule, 


Hans Nielsen, and the Minister Ol- 


sen. He ‘gathered up the facts in 
definite form. 

In August we met Rasmussen at 
Upernavik, where he came from 
Copenhagen, and took him to Thule 
and thence back with us. Ultimately 
he is coming to New York, as my. 
guest. At Thule and at Karnah he 
completed the record of Kudlooktoo’s 
confession, and with him I met the 
men involved. I agreed with him 
that the only possible course was to 
make public the entire facts in com- 
prehensive detail, even if there is 
nothing that can be or should be 
done about it—as it seems to me.

PEARY’S OWN STORY 
OF MARVIN’S DEATH 


Hew the Loss of His Comrade 
Was Reported to the Com: +: 
mander Told in His Book. ‘ 


Here is the report of Professor 
Marvin’s death written by Com- 
mander Peary in his book, “The 
North Pole,’ from the aileged facts 
as presented to him on his return 
from the Pole: 

Peary’s Story of It. 

We reached Cape Hecla in one march 
of forty-five miles and the Rooseveit 
in another of equal iength. My heart 
thrilled as, rounding the point of the 
cape, I saw the little black ship lying 
there in its icy berth with sturdy nose 
pointing straight to the Pole. 

And I thought of that other time 
three years before when, dragging our 
gaunt bodies round Cape Rawson on 
our way trom the Greenland coast, 1 
thought the Roosevelt's slender spars 
piercing the brilliant arctic sunlight as 
fair a sight as ever I had seen. As 
we approached the ship I saw Bartlett 
going over the rafl. He came out along 
the ice-foot to meet me, and some- 
thing in his face told me he had bad 
news even before he spoke. 

“Have you heard about poor Mar- 
vin?” he asked. 

*“No,”? I answered. 

Then he told me that Marvin had 
been drowned at the “Big Lead,”’ com- 

ing back to wag, Columbia. The news 
staggered me, killing all the joy I had 
felt at the sight of the ship and her 











jcaptain. It was indeed a bitter flavor 


in the cup of our success. It was 
hard to realize at first that the man 
who had worked at my side through 
sO Many weary months under condi- 
tions of peril and vation, to whose 
efforts and exampie so much of the 
success of the expedition had been due, 
would never stand beside me again. 


What the Eskimos Told Him. 


The manner of his death even will 
never be precisely known. No human 
eye was upon him wheh he broke 


through the treacherous young ice that } 


had but recently closed over a streak 
of open water. He was the only white 
man in the supporting party of which 
he was in command and with which 
he was returhing to the tand at the 
time he met his death. As was ctis- 
tomary,.on 2 ine te camp he had gone 
out ahead of the Kimos, ieaving the 
natives to break camp, harness thé 
dogs and follow. When he came to 
the “ Lead,” the recent ice of 
which ‘was safe and sécure at the

the water. The Eskimos were too'far in 
the rear to hear his calls for help, and 
in that ice-cold water the end must 
bave come very quickly.

Coming along over the trail in his 
footsteps, the Eskimos of his: party 
came to the spot where the broken ice 
mee them the first hint of the acci- 

ent. One of the Hskimos said that 
the back of Marvin’s fur jacket was 
visible at the top of the water,

This was received by Mr. Bement on 
Sept. 8, 1909.

These expeditions afte made up at 
the last moment—that is, in the selec- 
tion of men—ana Marvin had not been 
reached. Peary selected some one to 
take the place he had for Marvin.

But Peary knew what Marvin was

an Eskimo. 
Not the Only Case. 

“It ig quite true that Eskimos are 
kind, generous and peace-loving peo- 
ple: I have known maty men of many 
races in my more than twenty-one 
years of naval service. I know of 
none who surpasses the average young 
Eskimo hunter in amiability and en- 
durance. fr 

“But the brown native of the Far 
North has certain childlike qualities. 
Under pressure of hardship and anx- 
iety he becomes panicky. often 
spoke of this trait. es of - 
other explorers remark upon it. . 

“As a result the Eskimo will under 
such circumstances behave in an alto- 
gether unnatural way. He will steal, 
mutiny or desert. Yet theft, defiance 
or rebellion may be furthest from his 
usual character.

American Interests Are Said to Look 
. With Favor on the Proposed 
; ‘ European Merger.

' PARIS, Sept. 24—Well-informed cir- 
cles here ‘think that the Brussels re- 


ers are preparing counter-proposals re- 
garding the establishment of a EHuro- 
pean steel trust has a dual signifi- 
- @ance. : 
First, it ‘recognized that the 
claims for a larger share in the au- 
thorized output is justified by ‘the re- 
eent production of that country’s mills 
and it is thought that there is nothing 
to prevent a compromise agreement 
taking place before long. It is argued, 
however, that it is not to the Belgians’ 
advantage to conclude a mere tem- 
porary arrangement which might put 
them in a less secure position when 
the time comes to revise the quotas, 
Second, it is stated that the Beigian 
hesitation in reality masks prepara- 
tions of the English steel makers to 
enter the agreement, and, it is as- 
serted, the latter were present in Paris 
during the course of last week’s nego- 
tiations, There are various reasons 
why the British did not wish their 
presence known, but it is believed that 
the final agreement will include not 
only Belgians but the English, too. It 
is asserted that the British are willing 
to adhere to the steel trust if condi- 
tions are granted them similar to those 
included in the European rail makers’ 
association. The Erma agreement 
specified that the Indian and South 
African markets be reserved for Brit- 
fish rails to a point permitted by the 
British exportable surplus, further re- 
quirements of the two countries be- 
coming .a joint monopoly under the 
other parties’ ent, It is be- 


lieved likely that the French, Beigians, 

and Luxemburgers will ac- 
cept a similar provision in the steel 
trust in order to obtain British ad- 


hesion thereto. 
German Sees British Interest. 

A letter from a German manufac- 
turer and banker, Arnold Rechberg, 
published this morning in L’ Avenir, 
alleges even closer relationship be- 
tween the Belgian delay and British 
interest in the proposed trust. Due 
to Rechberg’s record as chief German 
propagandist in furthering Franco- 
German industrial cooperation, it is 
considered in French steel circles that 
he may have exaggerated in his state- 
ment that in the last few days the 
English have undertaken to pay very 
large subventions for ten years to Bel- 
gian heavy industries if the’ latter 
would prevent the steel trust, being 


formed by making unacceptaijie «der 4, 


mands. 

From American sources it is learned 
that the conclusion of the European 
steel trust is likely to help our own 
steel experts, due tq the fact that 
increased prices will be put into ef- 
fect on this side. It is pointed out that 
American investments in German steel 
firms in recent years have been very 
large and would permit American in- 
terests to. make effective protests if 
the proposed European combination 
were likely to interfere with them. 
It is said no protests have been voiced 
on the Ameérican side regarding the 
trust plan, but that, on the contrary, 
Americans are alarmed over German 
and Belgian steel selling on the At- 
lantic seaboard below American quota- 
tions—in Germany's case due to the 
governmental rebate to exporters. 

Unofficial negotiations are under- 
stood to be going on among Germans, 
French, British and Belgians and al- 
though the date of the next meeting 
has not been set, it is believed possible 
before the end of October. 


Rechberg Warns of Obstacles. 


Rechberg writes in his letter to L’ 
Avenir that Belgium’s refusal to ac- 
cept the quota allotted to her has held 
up the formation of the trust. ‘“‘Know- 


ing that a realization of the steel trust 
would mean a great deal for the future 
of both Germany and France, I feel 
I would be derelict in my duty to my 
country if I hesitated longer’ to reveal 
the English menace to this accord. 

“I have just obtained new in?orma- 
tion from the most reliable source of 
English intrigue against the pact. I 
take full responsibility for this infor- 
mation, and it is certainly not a myth 
that I am speaking about. If I have 
acquired a reputation in the field of 
politics since I began to occupy myself 
with international questions, it is be- 
cause everything I nave said has been

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The Cabinet met 
today to discuss the coal dispute, and 
the conclusions which the Ministers 
reached show that the situation is as 
hopeless and apparently as insoluble 
as ever. After the meeting the Prime 
Minister sent a letter to A. J. Cook, 
Secretary. of the Miners’ Executive 
Committee, waich the latter and his 
colleagues regard as further and con- 
clusive proof that the.Government has 
ranged itself firmly on the side of the 
mine owners. : , ia 

The Prime Minister’s letter informed 
Mr. Cook that the Government did not 
feel that his latest proposals afforded 
a means of reaching an early or last- 
ing settlement of the dispute and that 
the Government was not prepared to 
go beyond the proposals which the 
Prime Minister submitted to the min- 
ers’ leaders on Sept. 17. The letter 
added ‘that these proposals could not 
remain open indefinitely. 

At their meeting today the Minis- 
ters evidently became convinced that 
the differences between the owners 
and the miners were as wide and 
fundamental as they have ever been. 
The owners have pot made the slight- 
est concession on the mijners’ demand 
for national agreements and the min- 
ers remain adamant against district 
negotiations and the proposed increase 
of hours. 

Mr. Cook, ref g to the Prime 
Minister’s letter t6night, declared that, 
while the Government insisted that 
the miners should surrender to the 
coal owners’ terms, there was not the 
slightest hope of an early settlement 
and he predicted that the country was 
on the eve of the greatest political 
crisis of the century. 

He was probably alluding to the de- 
bate on the coal dispute to take place 
in the House of Commons on Monday, 
when the Labor members, with the 
possible support of several Liberals, 
are/expected.to launch a furious. at- 
tack on the Government for the policy 
it has been pursuing.

FINANCIERS ARE LUKEWARM 


Stresemann “War Gullt” Utterance 
Makes Poincare Cautlous--—Relch 
Cabinet Endorses Scheme. |

Seldom has any event, taken with its 
aftermath, shown more forcibly the 
never-ending conflict between inter- 
nationalism and nationalism. 

Just a week ago I heard M. Briand 
and Dr. Stresemann tell in glowing 
terms .how they had planned a settié- 
ment of all differences between their 
two countries, ; 

Caught in the spirit which apparently 
actuated the two statesmen, one could 
feel, that, after all, the war was finally 
over, now that France and Germany 


had voiced their will to end their 
friction and work together for the good 
of the world and, of course, incident- 
ally, for the good of each other. 

That was onl¥ a week ago, and now 
‘we see in France a robust opposition 
to M. Briand’s plan which says that it 
all amounts only to Germany giving 
something which does not belong to 
her, while Dr. Stresemann could not 
resist the temptation to say that at 
last the world did not think Germany 
guilty of starting the war. 


Outlook Changed in a Week. 


Domestic politics has caught the 
Thoiry project in its eddies. That does 
not mean that good may not come out 


of it; but how different it looks this 
Friday from what it looked last Friday. 

Seeking to obtain an early end to 
the occupation of the Rhineland, Dr. 
Stresemann . proposed that Germany 
compensate France by aiding in engi- 
neering an early sale of the German 
railroad and industrial bonds provided 
in the Dawes plan. Germany wants 
her territory freed and France wants 
money, so the bargain looked good. 

But almost immediately in Germany, 
they begin to talk of a ‘‘ransom fund,’’ 
and in France they say the bonds al- 
ready belong to the Allies, and so Ger- 
many would be paying nothing. Both 
Dr. Stresemann and M. Briand face a 
tough fight with their respective na- 
tionalist opinions. 

Of course, the liquidation of the 
Dawes plan bonds was to be followed 
by a series of measures for better re⸗ 
lations between the two countries, but 
on that major operation the whole 
Thoiry plan seemed to rest. 

The criticism one hears in France is 
striking when one recalls that in the 
first aweek. of. last December, when the 
Locarno treaties were signed at Lon- 
don, M. Briand and Dr. Stresemann’ 
discussed exactly the same proposition 
—that the Germans aid in the market- 
ing of these bonds in return for a 
change in the term of occupation. But, 
put in a Geneva setting, it looked 
fresh again. 


Poincare Cool on rno. 


Unfortunately for the progress of the 
Thoiry plan it is becoming~mixed in 
Paris with the domestic political sit- 
uation in a most difficult fashion. 

It is no secret that Premier Poin- 


caré does not believe in the Locarno 
system tothe same extent as does M. 
Briand. The latter is ready to trust 
Germany, M. Poincaré is not, and if 
anything were needed to make the 
Premier doubly cautious it was Dr. 
Stresemann’s statement at Geneva 
about war guilt. | 

That is M. Poincaré’s sensitive point. 
He does not admit that the issue can 
even be discussed. 

Now a majority of the Chamber un-. 
questionably would back M. Briand in 
a division with M. ivoincaré on the 
Thoiry plan, but that, in turn, would 
bring into the balance ‘the French 
financial situation which has some- 
what bettered under M. Poincaré after 
going to the edge of an abyss under a 
Government representing the Chamber 
majority. 

Furthermore, it is quite apparent 
that for the Thoiry plan to go through 
American financial aid will be neces- 
sary, and this will not be forthcom- 
ing until the Bérenger debt\ accord is 
ratified. And, despite its efforts, the 
Government by no means is sure that 
there will exist a majority in the 
Chamber favoring the debt settlement 
when it reassembles a month from 
now. 


Financiers Lack Enthusiasm. 
Te get away from the political side 


| of the situation, it is quite true that 


financial circles in Paris have little 
enthusiasm for the scheme to save the 
franc by the large sums to be reatized 


from the sale of German railroad and 
industrial bonds. . 

They are in touch with the plans 

which have been under consideration 
by bankers to revise the whole debt 
relations of the countries engaged in 
the World War by means of a trans- 
action based on the use of these 
bonds, but that is regarded as a iong 
range proposition and French finan- 
ciers doubt that any great amount ¢of 
these bonds could be quickly sold. 
*It is pointed out that they bear 5 
pér cent. interest, whereas, they would 
have to carry at least 7 per cent. to 
appeal to today’s investing public. 

In other words the attitude of Paris 
towards Thoiry is one not far distant 
from suspicion. That may be only a 
natural reacti@n from the initial en- 
thusiasm of M. Briand and Dr, Strese- 
‘mann inspired at Geneva. 

Unquestionably each of the Foreign 
Ministers-dreams of being the states- 
man who shall bring his country to 
peaceful relations with its hereditary 
enemy. But present indications point 
to a long, uphill battle for them.

CONTINUES IN FRANCE 


Public Foresees Increases for 
Flour and Bread, and Urges 
Enforcement of Control.

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PARIS, Sept. 2.—The rise of domestie 
wheat from 220 francs per quintal at 
the beginning of the month to 235 spot 
and 240 November delivery yesterday 
somewhat alarms the public, which 
foresees higher flour and bread prices. 

Much agitation is going on for appli- 
cation of the laws voted early in 
August requiring, among other things, 
that the farmers and the middlemen 
list their wheat stores, but the laws 
are dormant, undoubtedly because the 
machinery is not ready to apply them. 
The Ministry of Agriculture is attempt- 
ing to persuade farmers to divide their 
stocks into twelfths and offer a twelfth 
monthly in order to. stabilize prices, 
but the plan is not meeting a favora- 
ble response, -holders of wheat expect- 
ing to sell at the peak. 

To counteract the rise of wheat, the 


Government commission has bees meet- 
ing from timfe to time to discuss the

foreign wheat or a reduction of the 
duty from 18~francs 20 centimes per 
quintal to 8 francs 20 centimes. 
American wheat arrivals have con- 
tinued heavy at Frefich ports since 
July, far in excess /of normal ship- 
ments, due to the temporary lifting of 
import duties. Present arrivals . of 
wheat enter duty free because they 
were contracted for before Aug. 20. 
It is reported that customs officials 
are lenient regarding dates on con- 
tracts. However, it is expected do- 
mestic wheat will continue to rise 
unless the duty is permanently -re- 
moved. Various newspapers demand 
even stricter measures, claiming 
speculators are responsible for high 
wheat, whether foreign or domestic. 
The official domestic crop estimate, 
82,000,000 quintals, is believed high. 
The Algerian crop is poor, barely 
sufficient for local needs, which causes 
the belief that 10,000,000 quintals of 
foreign wheat will be needed by France 
this Winter. :

In case of war, it is shown, the Ma- 
nija area would furnish a refuge for 
American merchant in Asiatic 
waters besides being a subsidiary naval 
base where the American Asiatic Fleet 
could prepare to use its united strength 
against an enemy. - 

In the case of war with an Asiatic: 
power, it is added, possession of the 
Manila fortified area would supply the 
United States with a base from which 
the main American fleet, and perhaps 
the Army, could strike. 

Military experts say the Mauila area 
now is secure against a direct naval 
attack. It is believed that it would 
require major land and.air effort by 
an enemy to capture the Manila area 
before the arrival of the main United | 
States fleet: 

Furthermore, {t is pointed out, the 
Philippines are ideally situated for the 
strategic naval command of the sea 
trade routes to China and Japan, an 
important item in any war with an 
Asiatic power. x 

These considerations, Thompson has 
been told, outweigh the military weak- 
ness of the Philippines as an American 


attack for a strong Asiatic power in 
case of war with the United States, 
and in containing the risk of an inter- 
nal insurrection. , 

It is held to be unlikely that such a 
power .would make war on the United 
States in the near future simply be- 
cause of its ——— over the Phil- 
ippines, and 
generally regarded as very small in 
view. of the numerical and military 
weakness of the Filipinos.

Negroes Said to Have Been Cremated 
‘by Mob—Miami Sheriff Denies It. 


“WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (#).--Casual- 
ties in the Miami storm area ‘‘may 
greatly exceed those already an- 
nounced,” *’Captain McNeely, ’. Com- 
mander of the Key West Naval Sta- 
tion, today advised the Navy Depart- 
ment. * 

The Captain gaid that from all avail- 
able information it appears that ~‘‘the 
public’ reports of the Miami disaster 
are too optimistic and it is apparent 


that the casualties may greatly exceed 
those eady announced.”’ 

He also told of an eyewitness report 
received at Key West of the shooting 
and burning of three.negroes by a mob 
near Miami-after «he negroes had been 
captured while looting the dead. His 

message in part read: 

“An eyewitness: report says that last 
night on the Tamiani. Trail, about! ten 
miles from the heart of. Miami, ‘three 
negroes were shot to death. and: then 
‘burned: It is understood’ that they 
had attempted to remove rings from a 
‘dead woman while ‘her chidlren lay 

dead beside her and failing in this, 
had shot her fings from her hand.

tions of Governor SMITH, It was he 
who got up the issue for the express 
purpose of dividing and destroying his 
Republican opponents. Therefore the 
- best plan for the Republicans would 
be, according to this authority, not to 
touch that red-hot coal even with a 
pair of tongs. Let the whole subject 
be ignored at the Republican State 
Convention. If any Republican politi- 
cian says the word “prohibition” in 
@ public place, or in a voice louder 
than a whisper, let him at once be 
banished to outer darkness. 

There is at least one Republican 
who khows that the thing cannot be 
done. He happens to be the leader of 
his party in New York. Yet Senator 
‘WADSWORTH, Outspoken as he has been, 
does not wish to have his stand mis- 
understood or misrepresented. It has 
been loosely charged that he is for 
the nullification of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, It is said that. therefore 
he has been false to his oath of office. 
A common expression used by the 
more fanatic drys has been that Sena- 
tor WADSWORTH would lead New York 
in a movement of “secession” from 
the Federal Union. These pleasant 
accusations have been so widely put 
gbout that Senator WapswortTH felt it 
necessary or desirable to issue yester- 
day a. statement exactly defining his 
position. He did not and does not be- 
lieve in the Eighteenth Amendment, 
but does not think, now that it is 
the law of the land, that it ought to 
be nullified. He speaks of “ reasonable 
enforcement” of prohibition as some- 
thing that he has voted for and will 
support, though it is obvious that he 
expects no successful results from it. 
For he at once passes on to point 
out that the real\nullifiers of the pro- 

“hibition amendm mt are not members 
of Congress or prosecuting authorities, 
‘but the increasing numbers of ordi- 
Mary people who ignore the law be- 
cause they are convinced that it is 
an unwarranted interference with’ pri- 
vate habits, and that it absolutely can- 
not be enforced in certain sections of 
the country. 

It may be doubted whether Senator 
"WADSWORTH’S. explanations will ac- 
tually explain to those who are bent 
upon perverting his words. His.public 
statement does, however, make one 
thing perfectly clear. It is that pro- 
hibition has come back into pulitics 
and will stay there for a long time, 
mo matter what havoc it may cause 
ito parties or politicians. The trouble 
*is not confined to New York. In sev- 
eral other States prohibition is taking 
first place in this year’s campaign. It 
works impartially against Democrats 
nd Republicans, In Massachusetts, for 
example, Colonel W1LL1AM A. GASTON, 
the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, has felt compelled to make 
plainer his own position. Some time 
back he had issued a statement in 
“which he saidy that prohibitioi was 
dominant in all men’s minds and would 
inevitably be the chicf issue in the 
‘State election next Novemper. He left 
no one in doubt that he though! 
the Eighteenth Amendment a great 
blunder and a confessed failure, while 
he favored as an immediate and 
feasible step the modification of the 
Volstead act. But he, too, has been 
@ccused of being wuling wo trample 
upon the law.. In reply to this he 
declared yesterday that, on the con- 
‘trary, he believes. that the provisions

MOTOR CARS AND INSTALMENT 
BUYING. 

The report of the Bureau of Public 
Roads that 1,927,141 more motor cars 
were registered in the first half of 
1926 than in the corresponding period

Output of passenger cars and trucks 
in the United States in 1925 was 
greater by 670,025 than in 1924; the 
production during the first »- seven 
months of 1926 ran 196,058 beyond 
last year.

given time. A year ago, discussion of 
the resultant situation created a good 
dea! of financial uneasiness, It arose 
partly from a feeling that so immense 
a loan account on such security was 
intrinsically hazardous, partly from 
fear that the great increase of pur- 
chases made in anticipation of future 
income would necessarily involve pro- 


ing an ensuing year. 

+ But the apprehension does not thus 
far seem to have been justified by the 
event. Finance companies conduct- 
ing the credit operations have pre- 
scribed emphatically the terms of 
initial cash payment and period of in- 
stalments which must be observed, 
and, while it is freely admitted that 
the restriction is occasionally violated, 
the ratio of loss continued negligible. 
Nor does there appear to have come 


jinto view convincing evidence of a 


“saturation point” in purchases. 

It is possible that the result of so 
extensive buying on such terms has 
not yet been fully tested. In ali of 
the numerous recent symposiums on 
the merits or demerits of the gen- 
eral practice of instalment purchases 
opinion has differed widely... The 
greater number of business men whose 
judgment was cited have deprecated 
its extension, and even the advo- 
cates of the plan’ in the motor-car 
industry have frankly expressed their 
doubt over what might be expected if 
the country were to be overtaken by 
formidable trade reaction with wide- 
spread business losses and, unemploy- 
ment, so that the double problem of 
incapacity to pay contracted instal- 
ments and of inability to sell “ repos- 
sessed cars” had suddenly to be faced. 
Perhaps the most reassuring aspect of 
the matter is that the problem has 
been approached with so frank a rec- 
ognition of the fact that only. through 
strict observance of terms and meth- 
ods justified by banking experience 
can the practice be deemed safe. 


THE NEW MOOD AT MOSCOW. 

For many months LEONID KRASSIN, 
formerly the best known of the 
Soviet’s diplomatic representatives in 
Western Europe, has been out of the 
picture. Reports had him seriously ill 
in France. Now our London corre- 
spondent announces that Krassin is 
coming to England in a few days and 
is expected to enter into negotia- 
tions with the British Government for 
a settlement of all the outstanding 
points of difference between the two 
countries. 

The stories of KRASSIN’S protonged 
illness may have been true. ‘Yet it ts 
a coincidence that his restoration to 
health should parallel so closely the 
serious diplomatic illness which bas 
compelled one GREGORY ZINOVIEV to de- 
part for a cure to the Caucasus, that 
being the favorite resort for promi- 
nent citizens of Moscow who suffer 
from the disease known as minoritari- 
anitis. The downfall of Zrnoviev in 
the recent struggle for control of the 
Russian Communist Party and so of 
Russia still: finds him in the post of 
Chief of the Third International. But

If 
Krassin’s aim is to revive the Anglo- 
Russian treaty negotiated-in 1924 be- 
tween Ramsay Macponatp and Ra- 
KOvskKyY but discarded by the Baldwin 
Government, he will have to offer 
something more than the promises of 

ood behavior to which Moscow sub- 
scribed two years ago and promptly 
proceeded to violate. At least he will 
have to produce solid evidence of the 
sincerity of the Soviet rulers in their 
pledges to abstain from anti-British 
propaganda: He will also have to 
offer something more definite in the 
way of a settlement of British money 
claims. - 

The very elimination of ZINOVIEV 
would be a partial guarantee. The 
new temper at Moscow represents a 
virtual abandonment of the dreams of 
a world revolution. STALIN’s Govern- 
ment is a Russian Government more 
than it is a Communist Government. 
The country is in dire need of foreign 
loans and foreign aid, eal ys up 
its derelict industries. ile Western 
Europe has been achieving stability 
since the Dawes plan and Locarno, and 
is at the present. moment attempting 
a complete liquidation of post-war 
problems as between France and Ger- 
many, the economic chaos in Russia 
has been growing. She now needs the 
nations of the West more acutely than 
they have ever stood in need of her. 
Hard-headed Statin, who has been 
jettisoning Communist doctrine and 
practice in the face of a growing 
peasant pressure, may venture as far 
as recognizing Russia’s foreign debts 
in order to secure foreign aid.

TUNNEY AND DEMPSEY. 


If the oracles were confounded. by | 


| What happened in the Sesquicentennial 
Stadium on Thursday night, that Is 
nothing new. They took their cue from 
the world’s champion. DEMPSEY was 
going to shatter the dream of GENE 
TUNNEY early in the proceedings. 
“The Fancy,” wrote Hazurr— more 
than a hpndred years ago, * are tnot 
“men of imagination. They judge of 
“what has been, and cannot conceive 
“of what is to be.” Tom HICKMAN, 
“the Gasman,” in “the fight” which 
Hazuitt reported, “ had won hitherto.” 
Therefore he would beat BILL NEATE 
“to a certainty.” So also said the 
oracles of 1822. But the underrated 
NEATE made a blue ruin of the mighty 
man. 

In this year of 1926 TuUNNKEY was 
the object of genuine sympathy. He 
was a nice young man who could 
quote Shakespeare and was, handy 
with a golf stick, but he would be 
totally out of place in a ring with 
“the Killer.” It would now be cruel 
to quote from the prophets who saw 
nothing in store for TUNNEY but modi- 
fied annihilation. They agreed with 
the Fancy to a hair. One or two of 
them did keep the door open, but it 
let in only a ray of hope for the “ ex- 
marine.” Now, after the event, it 
appears that the champion was "a 
shell” of his former greatness, which 
looks like plucking the’ laurel from 
the brow of the victor. 

The boxing record of DEMPSEY shows 
that he had been knocked out and had 
fought “draws” in the days of his 
apprenticeship; that he mounted step 
by step to the championship. ‘GQ ttain- 
ing that eminence, he became “ un- 
conquerable,” and was hailed by the 
ney. generation as doughtier than 
SULLIVAN, CORBETT, FITZSIMMONS or 
JEFFRIES. His attack was fiercer, he 
could strike a blow to fell an ox. The 
stage was set at the Philadelphia show 
for the humbling of TuNNegy, but in 
him the champion caught a Tartar. 
The boxer eclipsed the slugger, not 
only by clever defensive work but by 
“carrying the fight’’ to him. ‘Tun- 
NEY’s exhibition amazed the Fancy 
and overwhelmed the oracles. The 
decision of the judges \could not be in 
doubt. Tunney was acclaimed as the 
new champion,. and a very popular 
one he promises to be, 

There may be something in the view 
that the champion was so harried by 
process-servers, so Worried by attach- 
ments levied on the spoils of battle, 
that he could not do himself justice in 
an encounter with a care-free young- 
ster who descended upon him in an 
airplane. A famous artist once said 
that if he missed a day at the piano 
he noted a difference in his execution. 
DemMPpseEyY in his seven years as cham- 
pion of the world accepted very few 
engagements, and boxed with no one 
who could have kept his feet for more 
than a round or two with Frrzsim- 
MONS. The champion must have~de- 
teriorated while the aspiring TuNNEY

THE REPUBLICAN VITAL ISSUE. 

Sept, 22 was a glorious anniversary, 
which too many of us forgot. The 
Fordney-McCumber tariff then reached 
the age of 4. To it, as the unforgetting 
American Protective Tariff League 
told us, more than to any other one 
thing is due “the prosperity now en- 
“joyed by all classes of the American 
“people.” Mr. Coonipep honored the 
sacred date by receiving a New Jersey 
printer, whose panegyric of the pros- 
perity-maker was spread over the 
press. Senator BuTiLer celebrated. it 
by a speech in which he welcomed the 
tariff as the vital issue, apparently 
cffered by the “free trade ” Democrats 
for the sake of getting beaten. But 
the too candid Washington correspon- 
dent of the Republican Boston Herald 
admits that tariff-born prosperity has 
iis drawbacks in States that have per- 
mitted themselves to become not en- 
tirely prosperous in spite of the infal- 
lible recipe: : 

Suppose that a Republican Senator 

is a candidate in a State pretty 
largely dependent on the textile and 
shoe business for its prosperity. 
Both these industriés have: known 
better times. The candidate dares 
not deny, the prosperity cry, yet he 
cannot pet out specific remedies to 
put those out of work: back on the 
payroll. His only salvation appears 
to be the advance : that these busi- 
nesses are making over their earlier 
depressed state. 

Mr. BuT LER is the Senator so charily 
rcferred to. His vital issue does seem 
to lack vitais. The rigures of the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Labor and 
Industry show that 40 per cent. ‘of the 
boot and shoe workers are, or lately 
were, out of work. About 25 per cent. 
of the cotton mill operatives are in the 


isame fix; and something like a fifth 


of the woolen mill operatives. It has 
been believed or hoped that the textile 
Situation was getting better. The 
Socialist candidate for Senator is 
probably a partial witness. He says 
it is getting worse, We quote merely 
to deplore his statements in a letter to 
Senator BUTLER: 

Average wages in our cotton mills 


are less than $18 a week. Even for 
men—heads of families—the average 


wage in the cotton mills is only $20 a | 


week. Yet you are a great cotton 

manufacturer, one of the largest in 

the State. How would you like to 
bring up a family on $20 a week? 

Average wages in Massachusetts 

were tess th‘z year than in 1925. And 

in 1925 Massachisetts wages. aver- 

aged 10 per cent, less than in 1924. 

This is despite the fact that wages 

for the rest of the country gained 

slightly during this time. But in 

Massachusetts, where you and Gov- 

ernor FULLER are both employers of 

labor, wages declined. 

One regrets this harsh, . dissonant 
acute at a Republican commemorative 
festival. Even if prosperity is not in 
its fullest bloom, the people in Massa- 
chusetts know, as Mr. ButTLer tells 
them, that if the Democrats have their 
wicked way they will break down the 
tariff; and that “would mean destruc- 
tion,” If worst comes-to worst and the 
vital issue has impaired vitality, there 
is another one.

BUSINESS ENGLISH. 

From the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration comes the 
complaint that the colleges are not 
teaching English well enough to give 
prospective. business men a needed 
command of the written (and dictated) 
language. Writing in The Indepen- 
dent, Mr. Wit1t1am D. KENNEDY in- 
sists that “the teaching of English 


“composition should be the keynote 


“in the education of every student 
“who is headed for a business ca- 
“reer.” The hard-hitting, cigar-chew- 
ing type caricatured as the “ business 
man” is giving way, he says, to men 
versed in the subtleties of expression. 
In some instances he is even replaced 
by the scholar in business. 

In recent years Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton and other universities and 
colleges have given much attention to 
the question of teaching English. The 
great difficulty is that somé sort of 
“mass instruction” is necessary in 
order to reath the large numbers who 
require special training in composition 
—not to mention spelling. Yet despite 
a certain amount of individual in- 
struction, it is doubtful if the aver- 
age graduate fresh from college today 
is more capable of writing or dictating 
a simple statement or letter clearly 
and easily than were the graduates 
of a decade or two ago. Many of them 
could not even produce the straight- 
forward “business. English” type of 
letter, couched in stereotyped phrases, 

One of the troubles. in the teaching 
of better English in schools ard col- 
leges has been that: ‘the study has 


‘privilege of making, 


‘recognition of one of them. 
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is. not. necessary. to apply. themselves 
to anything 80, common as the use of 
words, At the opposite extreme has 
been the attitude: that good writing is 
possible only for the. elect. Rare, in- 
deed,’ are. the teachers “who have 
a.| taught high. ideals in the- use of lan- 
guage and yet haye helped the “ aver- 
age” student to — how —— to 
express himself. 

In academic circles there has recent- 
ly been'a tendency to view business 
and other professional schools as 
somewhat of a menace to scholastic 
aims. Hence to have a demand for 
better, English come from those asso- 
ciated with training for business is 
not. without its.touch of humor. The 
least that can be expected of the col- 
leges is that they teach their students 
how to write and speak clearly and 
simply. But this, we admit, is far 
from easy. / 


A’BERTHELOT MEMORIAL. 

It is not as a man of a particular 
nationality. that a. monument to 
BERTHELOT, one of the pioneers of 
synthetic chemistry, is proposed. 
France has reason to be proud that 
she gave birthplace and domicile to 
this great. chemist, “the undisputed 
“head of French chemistry and per- 
“haps the most versatile of modern 
“chemists” (as one of our foremost 
chemists wrote a few years ago), 
well as to Pasteur, the pioneer in an- 
other field of science; Mme. Currg in 
still another, HENRI POINCARE, “the 
greatest mathematician of. his age,” 
and Henri Bercson, who has illus- 
trated in hig own achievement the 
claim he has made for France in the 
field of philosophy that she has been 
“the great initiator”—not to go back 
into certain other periods when the 
scepter of science was undisputedly 
held in her hands. 

It is characteristic of the French 
that they hold their supreme men of 
science and the arts and letters in 
highest popular esteem. There is 
scarcely a town in France that does 
not have a street or a square bearing 
the name of Pasteur, while no great 
scientist, man of letters, artist, mu- 
sician, is without his monument. 
When GorETHE was in Paris a century 
ago (1827) he wrote of the sym- 
pathetic atmosphere of the place: 

Only imagine a city like Paris 

where the cleverest heads of a great 
kingdom are grouped together in one 
spot and in daily intercourse incite 
and stimulate each other by mutual 
emulation, where all that is of most 
value in the kingdom of nature and 
art from every part of the world is 
daily open to inspection, and all this 
in a city where every bridge and 
square is as30ciated with some great 
event of the past and where every 
street corner has a page of history 
to unfold, 

The thing celebrated is_ not always 
nor even usually military achieve- 
ment but intellectual power. GOETHE 
said that such intellectual power could 
never be met with a second time on 
any single spot in the whole world. 
It was entirely in character that the 
people of Paris, when the days were 
almost if not quite the blackest in the 
war, when the city was within reach 
of the gun’ of the enemy and when 
there were night combats) in the skies, 
should have gathered in the great am- 
phitheatre of the Sorbonne, thousands 
of them, in the’ presence of the Pres- 
ident of France and the Minister of 
War, not to speak of the war or to 
stir new. zeal, but to pay homage to 
a great scientist and teacher, M. Brr- 
THELOT. To him it is now proposed 
to erect an international memorial. 
He was foremost in giving effect to 
the conception that chemistry can be- 
come creative in the organic field as 
well as in the inorganic, and so passed 
from the purely analytic to the syn- 
thetic. 

‘While BERTHELOT does not stand 


| alone as did Pasteur, he was of the 


small group in the van, and his bril- 
liant service to his science deserves to 
be remembered not by France alone 
but throughout the world that has 
been benefited by his researches, It 
is suggestive of his service that his 
influence has been extended through 
the researches of his pupils, among 
whom was M. SABATIER, a recipient of 
the Nobel Prize, whose discoveries in 
pure science have found such impor- 
tant practical application that an 
American manufacturer has asked the

It is sig- 
nificant, too, that the proposed memo- 
rial building which is to be a centre 
of continued research in organic chem- 
istry is to stand by the side of 
NaPo.eon’s tomb. So are peace’s re-

It really means very little, 
except as a statement of policy to 
which the people of the United States 
can adhete if they see fit. oh 

It undoubtedly is true that we are 
now. contemplating three conditions, 
instead of one, that must be complied 
with before we give the Philippines 
These are the 
establishment of a stable government, 
assurance that the Philippines will not 
be annexed by a foreign power, and 
the opening of the Philippines to in- 
dustrial and agricultural development. 

In view of this change in our atti- 
tude since 1916, it is very unlikely that 
the Philippines ever will be given their 
independence. 

We can always say, with a good 
quantity and quality of truthfulness, 
that their Government is not stable; 
revolutions are very common in the 
world today’ and no Filipino Govern- 
ment.can give an absolute guarantee 
that it will be stable; very few Gov- 
ernments, if any, can do so, in fact. 

The Philippines, as an independent 
power, would be one of the many weak 
nations of the earth and might easily 
be annexed by Japan or Great Britain 
or any other great power. It was not 
our stated intention in 1916 to wait 
until the Philippines became strong 
enough to guard their independence if 
attacked. This apparently is our policy 
now. It means that the islands shall 
never become independent if this 
policy is adhered to, for they can never 
become a major power. 

If the Philippines are to be developed 
industrially and agriculturally, as it is 
desirable that they should be, much 
foreign capital must be invested in 
them and the major portion of this 
must come from the United States. 
The things that the Philippines can 
produce are much needed here. If this 
development takes place, it is very 
unlikely that the Philippines will be 
given their independence. 

In view of these facts, would it not 
be best for all concerned for Congress 
to issue another statement superseding 
| the Jones act, which would declare to 
the Philippines and to the world that 
it is not now and probably never will 
be the intention of the United States 
to grant independence? Congress 
should state that it is conducive to 
the welfare of the Philippines that 
they continue permanently in our pos- 
session. The Filipinos could then turn 
their attention to other things than 
their present futile efforts to gain in- 
dependence and we could take up the 
problem of how. best to govern the 
islands, how best to guard them in 
case of war, and how best to develop 
them industrially and agriculturally.

The Interests of Librarians. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tue Times printed yesterday a petition 
sent by the Library Employes’ Union to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. The 
petition purported to represent a sentiment 
of library employes throughout the city. 

The Library Employes’ Union does. not 
speak for employes of the New York Public 
Library, since it has, as far as is known, 
but one member employed by the New York 
Public Library. The Staff Association rep- 
resents practically the entire staff. 

The union’s petition to come under civil 
service is not supported by the Staff Asso- 
ciation. The library’s scheme of service was 
worked out some years ago in connection 
with the city’s representatives. The scheme 
of service is so nearly identical with civil 
service that there appears no real gain in 
asking now for a change in the contract 


which would involve many legal complexities. 

Obviously a scheme of service so devised 
would give every encouragement to enter the 
library to residents of New York who can 
meet these requirements, instead of discour- 
aging them as the union’s tition suggests. 
The only appointments made without exam- 
ination are those of library school students 
who have passed their tests. Temporary gub- 
stitutes are engaged for Summer work, but 
must pass an examination petom they are

exclusively Asiatic. Professor Correa 
admits Asiatic penetration to the 
American continent through Bering 
Strait, but also believes the ancestors 
of the American Indians came in part 
from Polynesia and Australia, and 
gome were pygmies. 

Professor Correa concluded by ex- 
pounding his theory that the primitive 
population of South America came 
through Australia, Tasmania and Terra 
del Fuego. 

Professor Roberto Almagia, of the 
University of Rome, announced the de- 
cision of the Italian Americanists to 
publish a complete collection of all geo- 
graphical charts possessed by Italy re- 
lating to knowledge of the New World 
during the sixteenth century. 

Professor Altolaguirre, from Spain, 
-has fullydemonstrated the authenticity 
of a document, proving from ‘the hand- 
writing of Columbus that he was born 
in Genoa. Professor Louis Capitan of 
Paris read a paper comparing some. 
china decorations of Pueblos of North 
America with some prehistoric Chi- 
nese porcelains. Professor Bloomfield 
of Columbus presented some studies on 
the language of natives of the. North 
American plains. 

Professor Bogoras spoke on “First 
emigrations of human tribes to North- 
ern Europe and America,’’ maintain- 
ing that the entire ancient north 
Eurasia can be divided into two great 
parts by a line passing along the mar- 
gin of the ancient continent of An- 
garia. Professor Bogoras said that in 
the mountainous regions of Altai in 
Eastern Siberia, there are still some 
small tribes possessing proto-Asiatic 
characteristics common to tribes of the 
American type. -All these tribes are 
connected with some proto-European 
tribes through inhabitants of Lapland. 
‘Dr. Jaime Cortesao, Director of the 
National Library at Lisbon, presented 
documents relating to Columbus’s mar- 
riage in Portugal, adding that Por- 
tugal possesses so many papers about 
Columbus, he hoped the next In- 
ternational Congress of Americanists 
would be held at Lisbon.

Among legal authorities there was 
virtual agreement yesterday that the 
Brooklyn members of the Board of 
Aldermen have not the power to elect 


la Borough President to serve out the 


whole unexpired term, which would be 
until Jan. 1, 1930. A study of the pro- 
visions of the State Public Officers act 
and of the rulings of the State Courts 
in situations similar to this one, has 
convinced them that the vacancy must 
be filled by vote of the Brooklyn elec- 
torate at the election in November, and 
that the county committees of the 
political parties in Kings have the ne-

Walker Consults Counsel. 

That view was concurred in by Rus- 
sell Tarbox, Assistant Corporation

Commissioner to the Municipal Assem- 
bly. Mayor Walker, after learning yes- 
terday that there was some difference 
of opinion concerning the power’ of the 
borough alderman to elect for the full 
unexpired term, called upon Mr. Mc- 
Cormack for an opinion. 

Mr. McCormack informed the Mayor’ 

that the election of Mr. Guider’s suc- 
cessor, to be voted bby the Brooklyn 
aldermen next Thursday, would be bind- 
ing only until Jan 1, unless their 
choice should be ratified at the polls 
on Nov. 2 by the Brooklyn voters. 
_ There appeared to be some doubt yes- 
terday whether the choice for Borough 
President would fall upon James J. 
Byrne, Brooklyn Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, despite the fact that he is 
in’ the direct line.of succession to Mr. 
Guider, and would appear to many per- 
sons to be the logical man. , Two prin- 
cipal reasons were given for this 
doubt. The first was that Commis- 
.Bioner Byrne is not in robust health, so 
that some of his friends doubt if he 
would care to assume the burdens of 
the office. 

The other reason expressed by per- 
sons familiar with Brooklyn politics 
was that now that the succession is to 
be determined at the polls, and the 
Republicans have expressed their in- 
‘tention to run a nominee of their own 
against any Democratic candidate, it 
becomes necegsary for the Democrats 
to groom for the race their best ‘‘vote

Some Talk of Harmon. 


For this reason, attention was turn- 
ing yesterday to the possible candidacy 
of former Sheriff John N. Harmon for 


Borough President. Mr. ' Harmon 
stands high in the esteem of Mr. Mc-

tioned, along: with Mr. Guider, for suc- 
cession {jo e Borough Presidency 
when that post was vacated by Mr.

2: | Leaders in Public Pife Pay Honor 


to Late Borough President. 


The body of Joseph A. Guider, Bor- 
ough President of ‘Brooklyn, who died 
early Wednesday morning, was buried 
yesterday in Holy Cross Cemetery. 

Long before the hour set for the 
start of the cortége many thousands 
of Brooklyn residents lined the streets 
between the late official's home at 678 
Park Place and the Church of St. 
Teresa, at Classon Avenue and Ster- 


ling Place, where a solemn high mass 
of requiem was celebrated. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock more than 
200 honorary pallbearers, representing 
many phases of public life and social 
civic, fraternal and financial organi- 
zations, met at the home of President 
Guider. As the coffin was carried from 
the house, the crowd bared its heads, 
despite the slight rain. In the van of 
the pallbearers. were Mayor Walker, 
George W. Olvany, leader of Tammany 
Hall, and John H. McCooey, leader 
of the Democratic Party in Kings 
County. Governor Alfred E. Smith 
Was unable to attend. 

Ten motor cars laden with flowers 
preceded the hearse. Following the 
three principal pallbearers was a long 
line of public officiais. They included 
Acting Borough President James J. 
Byrne, the members of the Board of 
Estimate, many members of the Su- 
preme Court, delegations from the 
Board of Aldermen, the State Senate 
and Assembly, Judges of lower *courts 
and members of Mr. Guider’s official 
family. 

In a drizzle the pallbearers marched 
to the church. Inspector Thomas Mc- 
Donald of the Twelfth District was in 
charge of the police arrangements for 
handling the throng. He was assisted 
by Captains Joseph Noble and John 
Martin. As the body was taken from 
the hearse into the church the sun 
broke through the clouds. 

The coffin was met at the door of 
the church by the Rev. Sylvester Hig- 
gins, the pastor and a life-long friend:

New Candidate for Archbishopric 
Will Be Chosen Today. 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Sept. 
24 (#).—The long controversy between 
the Argentine Government and the 
Vatican, resulting from the Holy Sée’s 
refusal to approve the Government’s 
appointment of Mgr. Michele d’Andrea 
as Archbishop of Buenos Aires, ap- 

pears to, have been settled. 

A resolution approved by the Senate 
at 4:30 o’clock this ‘morning after a 
sitting of more than twelve hours 
fixes tomorrow's session for .the. for- 
mation of a new trio of candidates for 
submission to fPresident d’Alvear. 
From this trio a nominee will be 
selected for the vacancy. 


Under Argentina’s agreement with 
the Vatican, the Government sends a 
nomination to Rome, chosen. from 
among three names submitted to the 
President by the Senate. Mgr. d’Andrea 
was nominated in this way in July, 
1923, but his choice was not confirmed 
by the Vatican and he resigned his 
candidacy. 

The Argentine Government refused 
for some time to accept his resignation 
and no other nomination was sent to 
Rome. The action now taken by the 
Senate indicates that the Vatican’s 
wishes are to be met.

Predicted Failure of Flight, De- 


claring Flier Had Money and 
Publicity Uppermost in Mind. 





FONCK TESTIFIES TO CRASH 





Denies Blaming Islamoff, Says Craft 
Attained 76 Miles an Hour—Grand 
Jury Unlikely to Get Case. 





The probability that there would be 
any action by the Nassau County 
Grand Jury, or even an investigation 
by that. body, as the result of the 
crash of the Sikorsky plane last Tues- 
day morning in which two men were 
killed, was declared yesterday by Dis- 
trict Attorney Elvin Edwards to be 
very unlikely. 

“Nothing has developed yet which 
would warrant my presenting the facts 
to the Grand Jury,” said Mr. Ed- 
‘wards. 

His statement followed a day in 
which Captain René Fonck, pilot of 
the plane; Lieutenant Lawrence W. 
Curtin, navigator, and George Hon- 


meur, motor expert, had testified at the 


Coroner’s hearing before Justice of 
the Peace Arthur R. Jones. Just be- 
fore this hearing Colonel H. E. Hart- 
ney, former member of the Argonauts 
and organizer of the flight, had. made 
an affidavit in which he said that he 
withdrew from the Argonauts because 
he believed Captais Fonck to be in- 
competent to handle big planes. Col- 
onel Hartney had made this statement 
privately some days before the crash. 
,Colonel Hartney’s sworh statement, 
which he turned over to District At- 
torney Edwards, was as follows: 


On Sept. 6, 1926, while Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager of the 
Argonauts, Inc., the firm conducting 
the transatlantic flight with Colonel 
A. C. Dickinson, together with John 
B. Jamison, I informed them that in 
my opinion the flight should be re- 
organized by the elimination of Cap- 
tain Fonck, and gave as my reason 
that for Captain Fonck to attempt 
this flight would be to jeopardize hu- 
man life. 

Mr. Dickinson and Mr. Jamison 
said, “You can’t do that, because it 
would affect the friendly relations 
between France and America.’ I 
insisted, and Mr. Dickinson said, 
“Are you going to ditch the people 
who have supported you in the 
past?’’ I said, ‘‘I am only doing my 
duty; the flight cannot succeed with 
Captain Fonck in command," and I 
told them that if Fonck was to con- 
tinue I would have to retire as Vice 
President and General Manager of 
the Argonauts, the company con- 
ducting the flight. 

I resigned from the Argonauts, 
Inc., the terms of agreement stating, 
“from patriotic motives.’’ In other 
words, “that friendly relations be- 
tween France and America would 
not be impaired. After citing some 
of my reasons that Fonck could not 
make the flight to Paris successful- 
ly, most important of these being 
lack of rehearsal flights, poor pilot- 
age and irresponsibility, I might 
also say that in my opinion he was 
incompetent to handle a ship of that 
size and load. I pointed out that a 
written understanding regarding 
Captain Homer Berry had been abro- 
gated by Fonck, that there was no 

}/ team work in the crew and that he 
seemed to be, working toward one 
end only, namely that he would get 
all the prize money, all the publicity, 
and had this uppermost in his mind 
rather than the desire to make the 
flight a great success. I think that 
Mr. Dickinson displayed nothing but 
the greatest sportsmanship under the 
circumstances, although I had in- 
formed him that he was extremely 
foolish to attempt to run a flight 
with a crew of the kind that had 
been lined up by Fonck. 

I was at the field when the ship 
took off and noted that the tail was 
never lifted and as a result the plane 
could not be accelerated up to flying 
speed, nor could the wind act to give 
it the necessary lift. In my opinion 
it never flew at all during this last 
take-off nor did it at any time ex- 
ceed a speed of 40 miles per hour. 

I have great confidence in the abil- 
ity of Mr. Sikorsky, the builder of 
the plane. 1 believe he is the great- 
est large plane constructor in the 
world today and there is no criticism 
to be made of Mr. Sikorsky.

STATE AID NOW EFFECTIVE 





General Indicates He Will Hold 
Post and Press Legislation to 
Strengthen the Unit.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—With new 
dry laws that Congress is expected to 
pass at this Winter’s session, giving to 
prohibition agents wide powers in the 
matter of search and seizure, General 
Lincoln C. Andrews, head of the en- 
forcement activities of the Treasury, 
declared today that the field branches 
of the prohibition unit would be able 
to cope with commercialized bootleg- 
ging and reduce tp a comparatively 
infinitesimal volume the supplies of 
beverage liquors of domestic as well as 


foreign origin. 

Upon the adjournment today of the 
conference of Regional Administrators, 
who have been in session here since 
Monday, General Andrews said that 
the check-up of dry-law operations 
in the field that he had made this 
week, had convinced him that prohibi- 
tion enforcement was improving right 
along, that there had been marked im- 
provement in the situation in all of 
the twenty-four districts, and that the 
most cheerful aspect of the outlook, 
was the resumption of responsibility 
on the part of State authorities deal- 
ing with laws in harmony with the 
Volstead act. 

Outside of New York and Maryland, 
which have no dry laws of their own, 
General Andrews said there was only 
one spot in the country where State 
oificials were withholding .cooperation 
from the Federal unit, and in; that 
area he looked for an early ch e of 
front by the local authorities. 


Annual Conferences Now Planned. 


General Andrews was s0\ impressed 


with the success of this week’s con- 
ference, that he has deci that he 
will call his field directors to Wash- 
ington at least once a year in the 
future and possibly twice a year. 

At today’s session consideration was 


given to the condition of Federal Court 
dockets and plans to render more prac- 
tical assistance to Federal District At- 
torneys. General Andrews said that 
the Administrators were working in 
close harmony with the prosecuting 
officers. 

It was brought out in the course of 
personal talks that General Andrews 
had with Administrators, that he in- 
tends to remain in office at least until 
the adjournment of Congress in March 
and probably for a much longer period. 


Will Ask Civil Service for Dry Unit. 


One question affecting personne! 
brought up this week was the proposal 
that General Andrews should make an 
urgent plea to Congress that the entire 
prohibition service be removed from 
politics and be established on a merit 
basis. General Andrews has been won 


over to the idea that all appointments 
shall be made upon certification of the 
Civil Service Commission instead of 
being disposed of through political or 
personal influence, as at present. 

Many Administrators expressed them- 
selves as opposed to this reform. They 
insisted that if they were required to 
name as agents persons certified by 
the Civil Service Commission etti- 
ciency would be impaired. 

General Andrews ruled that the ma- 
jority favored civil service classifica- 
tion and announced that he would ap- 
pe’! to Congress to authorize it as a 
part of the pending reorganization bill. 

General Andrews. made it plain that 
there would be’no change for the 
present at least in the geographical 
boundaries ↄf the twenty-four districts. 

Nor does General Andrews contem- 
plate effecting any substantial modi- 
fication of policy in dry-law enforce- 
ment. He is satisfied in the main with 
the corps of Administrators. He told 
the Administrators that he was firmly 
of the opinion that the Eighteenth 
Amendment could be enforced in the 
spirit of the Volstead law and that it 
was on them to make good in their 
respective districts. 


Wet Sentiment Is Brought Up. , 


Most of the administrators reported 
to General Andrews that enforcement 
had improved and would continue to 
improve, but they were not so optimis- 
tic as to public gentiment on the dry 
question. Some of them told General 
Andrews frankly that in their opinion 
the number favoring either a repeal of 


the Volstead act or its modification 
in accordance with the beer-wine idea 
advocated in Congress was constantly 
increasing. 

General Andrews replied that the 
question of a change in Government 
policy was not up for discussion and 
that they should bear in mind that it 
was their business to enforce the law. 

Major Chester P. Mills, Administra- 
tor of the Second District, with head- 
quarters in New York City, had sev- 
eral conversations with General An- 
drews in the course of the week.. They 
related largely to matters of policy. 

General’ Andrews is familiar with 
conditions in the New York district 
and keeps in constant touch with Ma- 
jor Mills. In some respects he be- 
lieves that the enforcement problem 
in New York and vicinity is more 
troublesome than it is in any other 
section of the United States. He said 
today: that Major Mills had the situa- 
tion in New York well in hand and 
that he counted on further improve- 
ment there. 

Of the twenty-four Administrators 
who direct the dry forces in the field, 
twenty-three were present at this 
week’s conference. The, only ab- 
sentee was Roscoe C. Harper, recently 
appointed Administrator of the Third 
District, comprising the western and 
northern judicial districts of New 
York, with headquarters at Buffalo. 


Coolidge Confers on Canada’s Aid. 


In a conference with President Cool- 
idge today William F. Nickle, Attor- 
ney General of Ontario, and Richard 
H. Templeton, United States District 
Attorney for Western New York, de- 
Clared that with the cooperation be- 
tween the Canadian and United States 
Governments rum-running and ‘the ille- 
gal sale of liquor along the Canadian 
border were being suppressed with in- 
creasing success. 

They came to see the President per- 
sonally to report on the effectiveness 
of the arrangements which have beep 
made by the two Governments. 

The conference also dealt with the 
terms of the new agreement which 
Canada ‘and the United States are ne- 
gotiating, supplemental to the British- 
American agreement. :

First, because it is the law of the 
land, and every law of the land should 
be enforced; and second, because if it 
ienforced—which I think im- 
possible—the law would kill itself. 

“It is only because of non-enforce- 
ment that the law survives. If en- 
forced it would blow up. 

“I believe the enforcement agents of 
the Government will be quite lenient 
until after election.’’

University. Mr. Koenig was said to 
have presented his case very strongly 
to United States Senator James W. 
Wadsworth Jr. upog his arrival Were 
yesterday. Senator Wadsworth already 
was strongly in favor of Dr. Butler’s 
nomination. The object of, the New 
York City Republicans in trying to 
bring about the nomination of Dr. But- 
ler is to roll up a big vote for their 
candidates in this city to help along 
local candidates. Dr. Butler already 
has formally- declined the post that 
party leaders seek to thrust upon him. 
Thé advocates of his nomination, how- 
ever, believe that if the. convention 


should name him he could not well 
decline. 


All Three Frankly Wet. 


All three of these potential candi- 
dates are frankly wet and Dr. Butler is 
the wettest of all. ee 

The general opinion in Republican 
circles yesterday was that the effort 
to induce Dr. Butler to become the 


candidate for Governor would fail. Sen- 
ator .Wadsworth appeared to share 
that Selief. Surface indications point 
very strongly to the nomination of Mr. 
Mills, with Cotonel Donovan the run- 
ner-up.

While the city Republicans were es- 
gaged in reviving the boom for Dr. 
Butler the drys supporting Franklin 
W. Cristman of Herkimer for United 
States Senator in a fight on Senator 
Wadsworth announced yesterday that 
they, had Cscided to name Dr. Fred- 
erick W. Seward of Goshen ‘as their 
independent candidate for Governor in 


an effort to split the Republican vote 


and bring about the defeat of the Re- 
publican nominee for Governor as well 
as Senator.Wadsworth. Dr. Seward is 


a grand-nephew of the late William E. |. 


Seward, who was Governor of this 
State and Secretary ‘of State in Lin- 
coln’s Cabinet. Dr. Seward was pro- 
gressive candidate for the Assembly 
in 1912. . 

. There were strong indications last 
night that the decision of the Crist- 
man supporters to place in the field 
a dry candidate for Governor would 
result in a wide rift in the dry ranks. 
The Prohibition Party, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union and the 
Women’s Committee for Law Enforce- 
ment, all actively backing the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Cristman for United States 
Senator, have declined to participate 
in the movement which culminated. in. 
the selection of Dr. Seward. 

Dr. Seward, it was announced yes- 
terday by the Rev. S. E. Nicholson, 
manager of the Cristman campaign, 
will run, not like the latter as an ‘‘in- 
dependent Republican,’’ but will be 
tagged as the candidate of a ‘“‘Consti- 
“tutional Party’’ still in embryo. He 
will have as his emblem—provided the 
necessary 12,000 signatures can be ob- 
tained to insure his independent nomi- 
nation and the placing of his name on 
the ballot—the Liberty Bell. Mr. 
Cristman picked as his emblem the 
Statue of Liberty. Dr. Seward, who, 
is a neurologist, is the owner and di- 
rector of a sanitarflum at Goshen, 
where he lives, which was established 
by his father, who died last year, and 
another at Hornell, in Steuben County. 
He is 52 years old. 

Prohibition Party Opposed. 

The friction among the drys over Dr. 

Seward as an independent candidate 


is caused immediately by the opposi- 
tion of the leaders of the Prohibition 
Party, who this year have nominated 
a full State ticket with a view to the 
rehabilitation of their party, which has 
been moribund since the Bighteenth 
Amendment became effective and has 
been disbanded in many States. To re- 
gain its standing as a party and ob- 
tain a place on the general ballot, the 
Prohibition Party must poll at least 
25,000 votes for its candidate for Gov- 
ernor. With another dry candidate for 
Governor in the field, this may prove 
difficult. 
igh Colvin, National Chairman of 
the Prohibition Party and supreme in 
its management in this State, de- 
nounced last night the action of the 
Cristman drys as Hostile and designed 
to split the dry vote. He attributed 
the decision to put Dr. Seward into 
the running as one inspired by the 
Anti-Saloon League to keep the Pro- 
hibition Party from realizing its aims, 
Mr. Colvin said the proposal to put 
a dry candidate for Governor in the 
field was fully discussed and defi- 
nitely dropped by the Cristman Cam- 
paign Committee as futile several 
weeks ago. He added that it was

DENTISTS’ HELP IS ASKED| Sct. 


Hope for Cures Must Depend for 
the Present on Surgery, Radium 
and X-Rays. 
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Special to The New York Times. 
LAKE MOHONK, N. Y., Sept. 24.— 
For the first time in the history of 
medicine, experts fsem Europe, Canads 
and the United States agreed here to- 
day on an authoritative statement of 
the present state of scientific knowl- 


edge concerning cancer. 

The statement, which is designed to 
aid the medical profession and public 
generally, was made public by Dr. 
George A. Soper, managing director of 
the American Society for the Control 
of Cancer, at the close of a five-day 
international cancer symposium held 
here under the society's auspices. 

More than one hundred specialists, 
leaders in their respective countries, 
joined in issuing the statement. 

It was agreed that cancer is not con- 
tagious or infectious, that it is not 
hereditary and that its cure depends 
largely upon its early discovery. The 
only effective treatment known at pres- 
ent, it was declared, is by surgery, 
radium and X-ray. 

The statement follows: 

“‘Although the present state of know!l- 
edge of cancer is not sufficient to per- 
mit of the formulation of such pro- 
cedures for the econ of this 
malady as have been successfully em- 
ployed for the control of infectious 
diseases, there is enough well-estab- 
lished fact and sound working opinion 
concerning the prevention, diagnosis 
and treatment of cancer to save many 
property into effect. ——

accepted that for all practical pur- 
posés cancer ig not to be looked upon 
as contagious or infectious. 

“Cancer itself is not hereditary, al · 
though a certain predisposition or sus- 
ceptibility to cancer is apparently 
transmissible through inheritance. This 
does not signify that ..because one’s 
parent or nts or other members 
of the family have suffered from can- 
cer, cancer will necessarily appear in 
other persons of the same or succeed- 
ing generation. 


Prompt Treatment Is Advised. 

“The control of cancer, so far as 
this subject can be understood at. the 
present time, depends upon the em- 
ployment of measures of personal hy- 
giene and certain preventive and cura- 
tive measures, the success ‘of which de- 
pends upon the intelligent cooperation 


of patient and physician.

ply to competent physicians at a suf- 
ficiently early stage in the disease in 
order to have a fair chance of cure, 
This applies to all forms of cancer. 
In some forms early treatment affords 
the only possibility of cure.

Advances on the Stock Exchange 
were irregularly distributed, and 
reached noteworthy proportions in 
comparatively few of the important 
shares.

When silver fell 
violently in 1893 and 1894, prices of 
everything else were sinking to the low 
level of the period; both advanced in 
the years preceding 1907 and declined 
again afterward. Silver, like all other 
articles, declined in the first few 
months of the European war, rose rap- 
idly in the later war years, and in the 
world-wide “inflation movement” of 
1920 went to the highest price of mod- 


ern history, falling again rapidly in the 


subsequent ‘‘deflation movement.” 

The week-end mercantile trade re- 
views are conservatively cheerful. In 
particular, they report production at 
textile mills as increasing because, 
after failing to accumulate adequate 
supplies, the manufacturers are now 
being pressed for deliveries by mer- 
chants who. had themselves delayed 
purchases as long as possible and are 
now in want of goods.- No deviation 
from the policy of “buying for imme- 
diate requirements’”’ is reported.

MANAGUA; Nicaregua, Sept. 24 WP). — 
Two Americans who were operating 
machine guns with the revolutionists 
were killed in the battle Tuesday near 
El Bluff: between the Chamorro Gov- 
ernment forces and the revelutionists, 
according to a telegram received from 
W. J. Crampton, the United States Col- 
lector of ‘Customs at El Bluff. 

Mr.. Crampton says one German gun- 
ner died in the fighting at Rama. 

More than eighty rebels were killed 
in the El Bluff fight.

He and his first 
wife, who was Miss Dorothy Barrows, 
the daughter of Morton Barrows of St. 
Paul, obtained a divorce in Los An- 
geles that same year. 

In July, 1925, Mr. Hill. was named in 
an alienation action by 
Gottlob, a rancher living near Big Tim- 
ber, Mont. Gottlob charged that Hill 
met Mrs. Gottlob in the Summer of 
1921 and induced her to leave him, and 
that this alienation resulted in a di- 
vorce being granted to Gottlob in 1922.

Says American Papers Gave ‘Twist’ 


to His Canadian Speech.

LONDON, Sept. 24.—Dr. F. W. Nor- 


wood of City Temple, London, returned 
home today and discovered that his 
Toronto speech on allied raids during 
the war had been misreported. 

A report on Dr. Norwood’s speech 
cabled here from Canada said: 

“The British had done more poison- 
ing and had slaughtered more women: 
and. children by air raids on defense- 
less towns than the Germans had 
done.’’ 

In a radio message sent to a London 
newspaper from the liner Majestic be- 
fore he landed today Dr. Norwood gave 
his own version of what he said as 
follows: 

‘‘My statement was not that the Brit- 
ish initiated air raids or gas attacks, 
but that they were compelled to follow 
suit. My argument was that all war 
methods, however devilish, necessitate 
their initiation on the part of all bel- 
ligerents. In war time all such acts 
oh the part of our enemies receive 
great publicity, while on our own side 
they are cloa ed in silence. 

“Certainly; the Allies, including Great 
Britain, used poison gas and carried 
on air raids unnecessarily. These, es- 
pecially the latter, involved the deaths 
of women and'children. Since the Al- 
lies won the war, it is manifest that 
we exceeded our enemies in these and 
other methods. 

“I stand by these statements, basing 
them upon personal experience, but am 


not responsible for the twist given by! 


the American papers.”’
